DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 12-14 and 16-19 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not disclose the method recited in claim 12, wherein a second group lll-V 
semiconductor is grown over the entire surface except a portion covered with the 
masking layer, thereby forming a current confining layer that has a striped opening 
defined by the masking layer and overhanging portions that overhang the striped 
opening; and growing a third group lll-V semiconductor to cover the surface of the first 
group lll-V semiconductor, which is exposed through the striped opening, and the 
surface of the current confining layer, including providing a gap between the first 
semiconductor and each of the overhanging portions, the gap not being filled by the 
third semiconductor..
